Jim Barton of New Bedford last Friday evening at the 
Mattapoisett Wharf Cruise Night at Shipyard Park, a bi- 
monthly event that started in July that will continue into 
September.

DJ Johnny "Angel" Remedis, a retired police 
officer who deejays a lot of the cruise nights in the area, 
including those at the Wharf and Plumb Corner, echoed 
Barton's sentiments, saying that the classic tunes he spins 
often remind people of their younger days. 

"It's fun," Remedis said. "Times were easy back 
then. Sometimes I play a song, and an old couple gets up 
and dances to it. It puts a smile on their face." 

At this particular event, the Downshifters' Car 
Club of New England (which Remedis started in 1989 
with a group of friends) teams up with Cuz's Car Club 
(named after a group of collectors who all referred to

each other as "cuz"). The result of the partnership is a 
wonderful collection of classic cars and classic individuals 
that strive to keep a period of American history alive 
through their vehicles. 

"It brings a lot of people back to the cars they 
originally owned," said Donald Lake of Mattapoisett, 
who currently serves as the organizer for the Wharf 
Cruise Nights. "Depending on the weather, we can have 
anywhere from 55-70 cars down here in this little area.

"It's one of those things on the 
back burner, and before you know it, you're behind the 
8-ball." 

Connor said that in case of a hurricane, for 
instance, Marion residents should go to the Sippican 
School, the town's emergency shelter, where pets are 
welcome. 

"Space has never been an issue," she said. "We 
have an area for walking. We try to make it as comfortable 
as we can, and as least stressful as possible." 

Connor said that pet owners must accompany 
their pets for the duration of the stay, and encouraged 
them to bring their own crate, a copy of vaccinations, food 
and water bowls, litter boxes, and enough provisions for 
three days. 

"Tape the copy of your animals vaccinations to 
the crate, slide bowls and litter boxes in there, and put it 
away and have it ready to so," she said. "Depending on 
where you live, you might want to call ahead." 

The contact number for Marion Animal Control is 
508-748-1212; Mattapoisett, 508-400-8910; and Rochester, 
508-763-5112. 

Switching gears to animal health during everyday 
life, Connor said that it is "common sense" for people to 
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pick up after their pets. 

'If you don't, you're spreading countless diseases 
and parasites/' she said. "If you're an animal lover, you 
certainly would not want to subject your pet - let alone 
humans - to sickness." 

In addition, Connor said that residents should 
call their local animal control officers if they see an animal 
being mistreated. 

"In the heat or cold, all animals are entitled to 
having their basic needs met," she said. "If you see a dog 
in a hot car or tied out with no shelter, call."

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen set up and 
knocked down a long list of agenda items on Tuesday 
night, but one in particular had attendees shuddering: a 
bat infestation at the Town House. 

While Chair Jody Dickerson - who grew up 
across the street from the Town House - said Marion had 
faced the issue in the past, his calm words of reassurance 
couldn't match Town Administrator Paul Dawson's 
chilling tale of a Marion employee recently encountering 
a bat stuck in a printer and then getting bitten and / or 
scratched by the creature. The bat tested negative for 
rabies. 

"We have a serious issue," said Dawson, who said 
wildlife workers pegged the number of bats at "well over 
a hundred" in the attic above the Town House conference 
room, as well as in the basement. Dawson said that the 
estimate for bat removal is $3,900, while cleaning and 
disinfecting will add to the tab. "We will immediately 
notify the Finance Committee about this unexpected hit to 
the budget."

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

discussed with Dawson the town's ambulance services 
billing possibly. Currently, the town writes off unfulfilled 
charges under $75 due from people who are difficult 
to track down. Dawson speculated whether the town 
should increase that threshold, as time is being wasted on 
collection. 

"Despite our best efforts, we can't find some of 
these people," Dawson said. "And they're not paying." 

Dawson estimated uncollected bills at $280,000 
since 2008, while concurring with Dickerson that upward 
of 95% of ambulance bills are paid in full. 

Selectman Steve Cushing was skeptical of 
allowing debtors off of the hook. 

"Let's take a look at it, rather than just cutting 
them loose," he said. "That's a lot of money. Let's try to 
recoup some of it." 

The Selectmen and Dawson decided to explore 
small claims procedures to weigh the benefits of such a 
pursuit.

Rochester Conservation Commission

The Rochester Conservation Commission voted 
not to amend an Order of Conditions on changes to 
construction plans for the City of New Bedford at Negus 
Way Map 45, Lots 8 and 9.

speaking of volunteers from the Wildlands Trust and the 
Rochester Land Trust, who have recently worked on the 
trails there, which had fallen victim to countless downed 
trees and overgrown vegetation.

'Issues with the town and the cease and desist 
orders delayed us for over a year/' said Michael Kelley 
the attorney for the applicant. 'These two units have been 
for sale for over five years, and we have not been able to 
sell them. We've invested money in two buildings that we 
can't sell, so we believe that's a significant hardship." 

Benjamin Gilmore of the Board said that the 
variance could only be granted if it met a condition 
stating that the hardships were related to the topography, 
shape of land, soil, etc., of the property. 

"It does not meet that condition for a variance," 
Gilmore said. 

Officials noted that by changing the age 
restriction, it could potentially put a tax burden on the 
town because it could incur the cost of more school-age 
children in the school system.

removal of trees at 86 North Street, the homeowners 
Walter and Cecile Callahan certainly do. After careful 
consideration of all the trees in question along one of 
Mattapoisett' s important scenic byways, six of 13 trees 
will be removed. 

Board members, along with Cote, made a site 
visit and reviewed each and every tree the couple had 
requested removal of.

review it before discussing it in detail. 

Another solar issue discussed was how to handle 
an abandoned solar installation. The board will hold 
a special public meeting at 5:00 pm on Aug. 12. Public 
comments are welcome. A copy of the bylaw draft is 
available at the Town House. 

In other business, the board reviewed and 
approved an Approval Not Required at 208 Sprint Street 
proposed by 210 Spring St., LLC c/o Existing Grade Inc. 
The case involved the purchase of 9,595 square feet from 
the Wave Restaurant that is being sold to the 40B project, 
which is adjacent to the property. The additional land will 
provide access to the service road into the project, thereby 
avoiding contact with the existing wetlands. 

Next, the board heard from Sandy Conaty 
of the Southeastern Regional Planning & Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD). Conaty handed out a 
copy of Westport's Master Plan for 2014, which described 
the process and public input in how the town envisions 
their future. The board agreed to put together a survey 
for town residents and ask them to complete the survey. 
An online survey program known as Survey Monkey will 
be used. Publicity on the survey will follow to make sure 
residents are aware of the importance of their opinions on 
the future of the town.

Looking for Project Applicants 

Marion Community Preservation Committee 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

A brief but effective public meeting of the 
Marion Community Preservation Committee was held 
on Wednesday evening at the Town House. A handout of 
the Community Preservation Act was passed out, and the 
committee was available to answer questions. ''To date, 
we haven't had any applicants," Chair Norm Hills said, 
"and we want to get the word out." 

The Community Preservation Act is a state law 
that allows participating cities and towns to adopt a real 
estate tax surcharge of up to 3% in order to fund four 
community preservation purposes: open space, historic 
preservation, community housing, and recreation. 
Marion adopted the CPA in May 2005 and charges a 2% 
surcharge. 

Since CPA's enactment in 2000, the state had 
matched the city and town surcharge every year, but then 
the match decreased over time. In 2013, the expected 
match by the state will be approximately 26%. 

The committee has a $700,000 budget. Past 
approved projects include replacing the windows at the 
Marion Women's Clubhouse and the replacement of the

another, to lead an effort to address affordable housing 
in Marion. While Stu was alw^ays very busy volunteering 
for many things, he simply said ''OK'' and picked up 
the challenge. Stu was extremely fortunate to have his 
wonderful wife, Mary, who spent many hours and many 
dinners alone while Stu engaged in issues across the 
board for the Town, supporting him without question. He 
volunteered and created the Marion Housing Committee 
around 16 years ago. A few years later, he asked me 
if I would be willing to participate. With Stu, you just 
couldn't say no. I quickly realized that Stu had great 
ambitions for preserving the socio-economic diversity 
of the Town of Marion and for Marion taking care of our 
seniors and people at risk in general. It was Stu who first 
called out the risks of 40B and the need for Marion to 
control our own destiny. Stu authored the first Marion 
Affordable Housing Plan. He worked with DHCD to 
get us units that qualified for the Subsidized Housing 
Inventory (SHI) and did everything he could to protect 
us from the ills of 40B, while expanding the affordable 
options for the people of our town. 

Stu was the force behind the expansion of Little 
Neck Village. He set up the structures that became 
the Marion Affordable Housing Trust - protecting us 
from serious downsides of alternatives like a Housing 
Authority. It was his plan that called for affordable 
accessory dwelling units, leveraging of partnerships with 
Habitat for Humanity, setting the stage for affordable 
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apartments in new and redeveloped projects, and all 
the attempts to make it attractive to provide high- 
quality affordable housing opportunities for our friends 
and families. When it came time to formalize the legal 
standing of the Housing Committee and create the 
Affordable Housing Trust, Stu extremely graciously 
stepped aside in favor of an entirely new team of Marion 
residents to pick up the ball. That year, he was voted 
Marion Person of the Year and recognized at Town 
Meeting - which he did ever so humbly, as he had always 
done. 

I have no doubt that Stu did many other great 
things in his life. But, what I knew of his efforts qualify 
him in a category we should all strive for; one that will 
enable us each to look back on a life well-served. His 
legacy is clear in his exceptional family and all around us. 
He was my friend, and for that I will always be grateful. 

Well done, Stu! Thank you for everything!

Community Farm Theft Hurts Hunger Relief 

For the third time in less than a year, the Sharing 
the Harvest Community Farm located at the Dartmouth 
YMCA, 276 Gulf Rd., Dartmouth, has experienced theft; 
the most recent took place this past weekend. 

Items taken were two Rubbermaid 52-gallon 
agricultural stock tanks, used to both wash and prepare 
vegetables for donation and as potting bins to start all 
our seedlings in the spring and 12 orange harvest baskets 
that we use to bring the produce from the field to the 
wash bins. The impact of these thefts has a great impact 
our community. In addition to the Y not being financially 
able to afford to replace the stolen equipment, the farm 
volunteers have to use other means for collection and 
washing which means there will be more damaged 
produce and heightened time spent with inefficient 
methods of production which delays donations to the 
food pantries in the community. 

Prior to these thefts, this year's goal at Sharing 
the Harvest Community Farm was to raise 60,000 pounds 
of vegetables and fruits to distribute through the Hunger 
Commission, a program of the United Way of Greater

Fear & Anger

The Canyons. Starring Lindsay Lohan and James Deen. 
Directed by Paul Schrader. Running time: 100 minutes. 
No MPAA rating. Available on demand, on iTunes, and 
in limited theatrical release. 

On paper, the director Paul Schrader and the 
writer Bret Easton Ellis seem like a match made in fro- 
zen hell. The work of both men is cold around the heart, 
exploring violence and neurasthenic sexual deviance. It's 
possibly no coincidence that the tombstone achievements 
for this pair are Taxi Driver (Schrader 's script) and Ameri- 
can Psycho (Ellis' novel). They have now collaborated on 
a microbudget indie film. The Canyons, which has gained 
some notoriety from the off-camera antics of its star, Lind- 
say Lohan, and the travails she caused the production. 
LiLo, in truth, isn't the movie's problem; she often seems 
like the only committed, professional performer onscreen, 
especially next to porn star James Deen (ne Bryan Sevilla), 
who plays her movie-producer boyfriend. 

Ellis likes complicated love / sex triangles, and 
so the central couple, Tara (Lohan) and Christian (Deen), 
regularly engage in casual swinger sex with people they 
find on the internet. Both have old flames; Tara used to 
be in love with Ryan (Nolan Gerard Funk), a struggling 
wannabe actor who has a part in Christian's upcoming 
horror movie shooting in New Mexico. Christian doesn't 
mind if Tara has sex with someone in front of him, but if 
she lies to him about seeing someone behind his back, that 
infuriates him. He's a control freak and also a manipula- 
tive jerk, to say the least. 

Ellis usually writes this sort of thing with dead- 
pan wit, but Schrader approaches the material in his stan- 
dard dour, puritanical setting. The Canyons offers plenty 
of sex and nudity, filmed by Schrader in the so-cold-it' s- 
meant-to-be-hot mode familiar from American Gigolo, Cat 
People and Auto Focus. But sex for Ellis isn't an occasion 
for desolation and shame; it's all a power game. In brief, 
Ellis and Schrader bring out the worst in each other, and 
this production simply doesn't have the money to achieve 
the heartless dry-ice, lifestyles-of-the-rich-and-undead 
look it really needs. A lot of it seems to have been shot in 
someone's borrowed upscale L.A. home. What violence 
there is unfolds elsewhere: You can film here, guys, but 




don't get blood on the tiles. 

There's a great deal of spying and stalking and 
message-checking. People look at their phones instead 
of at their conversation partners whenever they can. 
A skipped heartbeat of dread develops when Tara gets 
texts from someone she doesn't know, who offers cryp- 
tic information; Ellis got a lot of chilling mileage out of 
that trope in Imperial Bedrooms, his belated sequel to Less 
Than Zero. But the texts just lead to a character who's 
treated contemptuously, as an afterthought. The Canyons 
packs little of the extremity and shock that mark Ellis and 
Schrader at their most indelible. It feels like, and in fact 
was, an on-the-cheap project they entered into in haste 
when an earlier film — the intriguing-sounding class- war- 
fare thriller Bait — fell through. The movie was financed 
partly on Kickstarter, and everyone worked for peanuts. 
I see very little passion, though, very little animating 
emotion to explain why the film had to be made, why 
the story needed to be told. James Deen, I think, has 
more screen time than Lohan does, and Schrader uses him 
as a found object the same way Steven Soderbergh used 
Sasha Grey in The Girlfriend Experience. Deen has porn-star 
swagger and an instinct toward domination — he moves 
comfortably, occupies other people's space — but when 
he opens his mouth it's strictly amateur hour. He doesn't 
have a trained actor's voice; he has the sound of, well, a 
performer in shot-on-videotape porno, flat and artificial. 
The other, lesser-known actors are competent but can't do 
much with Ellis' stylized, sometimes overexplicit dia- 
logue. Lohan, meanwhile, throws off all sorts of morose, 
bitter energy that keeps us riveted to her but doesn't 
always seem connected to the character she's supposed 
to be playing. All of this happens in an off -Holly wood 
milieu that's decently appointed but a little musty, more 
than a little depressing. Those hoping for something wild 
and crazy from the bad boys Ellis and Schrader, or even 
a good old hearty train wreck from Lohan a la her much- 
derided Liz and Dick from earlier this year, will look here 
in vain. A cult may form around it, but it's bound to be a 
very tiny and cynical cult.
